a | Ercales and Dejanira having kiſſed each other, Hercules went unto. the 
lace where the Giant lay dead; and foraſmuch as he found him depriv- 
| of Life, he let him lie there to the Beafts and Birds, and took his Arrow 
at lay by him: This was the Arrow that Achilles was ſlain with after in 
e Temple of Phebus in Troy, for the Love of Polixene. Then Hercules and 
iianira came again to the River, and Hercules ſet over his Men, and went 
om that place to the City of Lerna. The King of the City did great Honour 
0 Hercules, receiving him as honourably as he could. Among divers talk Hew- 
ies demanded Tydings of him. The King anſwered, That he knew no other, 
ut that in a great place there abode a Monſter half a Man and half a Serpent, 
hat murdered many of his Realm: For he ſaid, that all Men, Women, and 
lidren this Monſter can find he ſlayeth with his Tail that is envenomed ; with 
is Claws and Teeth, deſtroying and devouring all.
